Editors h av e been giv ing th eir attention to improv ed meth ­ 
ods and wh ile th ey may be compelled to admit th at increased 
facilities h av e fu rth ered ov er-produ ction by offering a better 
means of doing th i* work necessary to gu arantee produ ction, th ey 
are conv inced th at it wou ld be insane to call a h alt to improv ing 
facilities becau se th ese facilities do th at for wh ich th ey are pro­ 
v ided. 
Indu strialists wou ld not consider banning improv ed ma­ 
ch inery becau se it th reatened ov er-produ ction; th ey wou ld u tilize 
th e mach inery and redu ce th e nu mber of th eir workers or ex tend 
th eir markets. 
It is not wisdom’s way to refu se improv ed facili­ 
ties becau se th ese stimu late produ ction an'■ may lead to ov er-pro­ 
du ction; th e policy th at is marked by its wisdom accepts ail th e 
improv ements offered and adju sts itself to th e conditions th at re­ 
su lt from u tilizing improv ed meth ods and mach inery . 
Th e im­ 
prov ements are an adv antage ev en wh en th ey make it necessary 
to limit produ ction or find new markets. 
Th e attitu de th at h as Ijeen responsible for a h alt in road con­ 
stru ction is sh ort-sigh ted. 
Already th is y ear permanent roads 
wou ld h av e been constru cted if th e forward-looking citizens h ad 
h ad th eir way , and th e state wou ld h av e been sav ed th e ex pense of 
keeping u p roads th at mu st be h ard-su rfaced some day .

One of th e major needs of ou r day is adequ ate transporta­ 
tion, and th ou gh th e pu blic sees th e need, th e pu blic as a wh ole is 
not ready to assist in meeting th e need, wh eth er on th e h igh way s 
of th e state or th e railroads of th e state and nation.

WHEN our Northern Minnesota editors journeyed towards 
this city, those who have spent ten or twenty years or more in 
Northern Minnesota must have been impressed by the improve­ 
ment that has been made on the roads during these years. 
Their 
journey to Brainerd would be likely to make of them st ill stronger 
advicates of good roads. 
The bond issue for good roads was no! voted down in the stat 
legislature because of the indifference of newspaper men in North 
e m Minnesota but iii spite of their strenuous efforts to have t he 
legislators of the state vote in the affirmative. 
The editors a n 
convinced that improved transportation within state limits am 
beyond state limits is needed if the state is to realize its possible 
prosperity. 
They know that the people are struggling under ii 
burden of taxation that is abnormally heavy, but they believe tha 
present improvements in transportation facilities will make? i' 
easier to meet this burden in the future. 
Editors have been giving their attention to improved moth 
ods and while they may lie compelled to admit that increaser 
facilities have furthered over-production 
by offering a battel 
means of doing the1 work necessary to guarantee production, they 
are convinced that it would be insane to call a halt to improving 
facilities because these facilities do that for which they are pro­ 
vided. 
Industrialists would not consider banning improved ma­ 
chinery because it threatened over-production; they would utilize 
the machinery and reduce the number of their workers or extend 
their markets. 
It is not wisdom’s way to refuse improved faciIi 
ties because these stimulate production an 
may leat! to over-pro­ 
duction; the policy that is marked by its wisdom accepts all tin' 
improvements offered and adjusts itself to the conditions that re­ 
sult from utilizing improved methods and machinery. 
The im­ 
provements are an advantage even when they make it necessary 
to limit production or find new markets. 
The attitude that has been responsible for a halt in road con­ 
struction is short-sighted. 
Already this year permanent roads 
would have been constructed if the forward-looking citizens had 
had their way, and the state would have been saved the expense of 
keeping up roads that must be hard-surfaced some day. 
The in­ 
dustrialist who refused to vote money to improve machinery and 
methods would be a fossilized type, unlike the adventurous Amer­ 
ican industrialist who is ever seeking new ways and means, even 
though the application of these and the addition of improved ma­ 
chinery may bring new p r o e m s that tax his ingenuity. 
One of the major needs of our day is adequate transporta­ 
tion, and though the public sees the need, the public as a whole is 
not ready to assist in meeting the need, whether on the highways 
of the state or the railroads of the state and nation.
